It is doubtful whether any transfer of capital by the Parish Council to a Trust 
would be legal. That is the view of the Department of the Environment as reported 
on page 3 by the Parish Council Chairman. So it is bound to be some time before 
our readers derive any substantial benefit from the £777,000 realised from the 
sale of the Windmill Land. “After both this Council and its predecessor”, says Dr 
Mace, “have spent mich time and trouble trying to bring the Trust into action, and 
to utilise the funds, this major setback comes as a great disappointment”. Indeed 


it does. However, it would be wrong to blame the Parish Council or the Trustees, ~~ 


who, in doing their duty, uncovered a problem which was not of their making. A 
solution is needed urgently.

MAIN POINTS OF MEETING ON 30 JANUARY, 7.15 PM TOWN HALL 
Christmas Tree Lights have disappeared. PC to recompense Mr Weatherhead. 

Post box Cllr Canning has discussed with PO Consultative Committee the complaint 
that the Market Place collection box is too small and letters fall out. A count is 
in progress to evaluate the required size of box and frequency of emptying. 

Parish of Deddington Trust (Extract from official minutes ‘of PC meeting)? "Chairman 
reported receipt of a letter from Mr Roger Rose: this was mainly concerned with 
comment on the revised Draft Deed. But he enclosed a letter from the Department of 
the Environment to whom the Trust Deed had been submitted in October 1990. The DoE 
letter intimated that consent to the transfer of the money to the Trust was 
unlikely to be given. The Chairman of Trustees, Sir Brian Kellett, had undertaken 
to investigate this and it had become clear that a transfer of capital would not be 
legal: Chairman expressed his thanks to Sir Brian Kellett for his help. 

Chairman had asked for advice from the Oxford Association of Local Councils, after 
joining PC to this organisation: they had referred the matter to the National 
Association of Local Councils. Their report was awaited, but this assocation had 
contacted the Clerk to warn against any transfer of money."

Association of Local Authorities (NALC). This letter confirmed that the Parish | 
Council could not legally transfer the capital to Trustees, and that its powers to 
spend money would, under the objects specified in clause 4 of the Draft Trust Deed, 
be limited. NALC would be happy to advise further. The Chairman suggested that 
the possibility of modifying the objects of the Trust, so that these objects were 
within the statutory powers of PC, should be explored with Mr Clayden: a list of 
these powers was read out.

FROM THE CHAIRMAN OF THE PARISH COUNCIL, DR B E W MACE 


Parish of Deddington Trust 

A draft of the Deed setting up this Trust was submitted both to the Charity 
Commissioners and to the Department of the Environment. In December the DcE 
replied, and intimated that, under present: legislation, it was doubtful whether 
any transfer of capital by the Parish Council to a Trust would be legal and that, 
in any case, the Trust's powers to use the money would be very limited (£3.50 per 
elector per annum - about £4,800). Advice from the National Association of Local 
Councils has confirmed this view. 


After both this Council and its predecessor had spent much time and trouble trying 
to bring the Trust into action, and ta utilise the funds, this major setback comes 
as a great disappointment. 


We are now exploring the possibility that radical modification of the Objects of 

the Trust might make it possible to effect transfer of the capital, to enable the 
Trustees to act as originally intended. But it is inevitable that there will be 

further delay and the outcome is uncertain. It is obviously important to resolve 
this problem as soon as possible, and we shall try to do this.

to clean dog mess brought in on my son's shoes. I have since taken buckets of 
water and a broom and scrubbed the pavement outside my gate. Windmill Street is 
not a dogs’ toilet but a place where families have to live. [DOG FOULING HAS ALSO 
REAPPEARED IN THE MARKET PLACE AND ELSEWHERE ~ EDS].

In reply to the item 'DEDDINGTON 100 YEARS AGO' in the February issue, I quote 
from the Deddington Parish Magazine 


February 1884 “Church Clock. This very useful article, which was presented to the 
parish some 50 years ago, by the expressed wish of Mr William Hudson of this 
Place, after his death, at a cost of £176 and has for some time lately been. 
‘double faced" (THIS MEANS THAT WHEN IT WAS FIRST INSTALLED IT HAD ONLY ONE 

FACE - ¥.Ivings) and guilty of telling many untruths, has at last been put in. 
order at a considerable expense, which the inhabltants must be asked to assist in 
defraying, as there is no special fund for the purpose." 


October 8th 1891 “Accident - George Bll. As he went to chime the bells for 
evensong, fell through the trap door in the beifry floor, which had not been 
properly secured, into the church beneath, a drop of some 30 ft. He was 
dreadfully injured and was taken to the Horton Infirmary where he made a 
favourable recovery. (I AM LED TO BELIEVE HE FELL ON TO A LARGE COIL OF ROPE 
WHICH PROBABLY SAVED HIS LIFE - W. Ivings) 


Vicar's Hew Year's letter to the Parish (1892) “In October, one of the hands of 
the church clock fell off, which was indirectly the cause of a very serious 
accident to George Ell, which was universally regretted." 


The trap door in the belfry floor is a two part door. One part lifts up into the 
belfry and is supported by the frame surround and a middle support joist. The 
second part is the panel in the north-west corner of the ceiling over the font, 
which opens down. I would think that the second part only was closed, which would 
look in order from the church, but would not take the weight of a man. The only 
light George Ell would have had would be a candle in a lantern, so he would not be 
able to see very clearly where he was walking. So I would say that indirectiy the 
accident was the result of a workman using the trap door to pull up scaffolding or 
material, such as a new shaft to go through the wall to the face of the clock, and 
not leaving the trap door in a safe condition, nor informing others of the danger.

SO NOW LET'S ALL GO TO KIDLINGTON. The completion of the M40 is cause for 
celebration, not withstanding the multiple pile-up which attended its first 
freezing fog. It is a splendid and safe road and in several places near here it 
is very attractively landscaped and it opens up some new views of the open 
country. The relief it gave to Deddington, Adderbury, Aynho and Banbury from Day 
One was spectacular and gratifying. /continued on page 7

However, some aspects of the opening are less pleasing. I am particularly concerned 
about the new road signs which have recently been put up on the main road between 
here and Banbury, and elsewhere. It was no surprise that well known routes have 
been renumbered; similar things happened elsewhere when some of the more recent 
motorways were completed; the M11 and the M25 caused parts of the All and the A6 to 
be suppressed for instance. Whether this is desirable or necessary is another 
matter. The intention is to direct through traffic on to the new route, at the same 
time that the former main roads are “detrunked", the responsibility for their up- . 
keep passing from the Department of Transport to the County Council. But is it 
necessary to suppress all mention of the two focal points in this part of the 
county, Banbury and Oxford? - ay ae 


Local residents know the roads and probably don't read the signs. Long distance 
traffic already on the motorway isn't affected - and the volume of traffic which has 
transferred to the M40 suggests that nobody needs to beat them into obedient 
submssion. But what of the driver approaching cross country, or who has missed the 
directions to the motorway, which has only one access point at the North side of 
Banbury? What .of the occasional visitor or the summer tourist exploring the 
locality? A minor road at Shutford will signpost Banbury; the main road will 
indicate - enormously - nothing but the next village! 


At the time of writing the next crossroads south of Deddington, the North Aston/ 
Duns Tew turn, still displays clear and appropriate signs (green) Oxford A423 and 
(white) Kidlington, with Deddington and Banbury indicated northbound, with the 
relevant mileages. The new signs from Deddington onwards, larger and more intrusive 
than those they replace despite being on a downgraded and therefore less frenetic 
road, give less information and no mileages. 


The latest road atlas (1991) gives the previous road numbers. An AA rep. offered the 
opinion that these alterations were confusing and not to be welcomed. Tens of 
thousands of pounds have been spent - all right, I know it was part of the motorway 
budget, but we still pay for it one way or another - to give less information and 
risk confusion and hazard. To me it carries the stamp of some Dept of Transport 
official convinced that he knows best, regardless of cost and common sense. 


Starting from here, the Oxford Road remains the Oxford Road and Banbury hasn't 
moved. Is it reasonable to expect a driver to leave Deddington, drive to Ardley, 
join the M40, come off beside Bicester, travel the length of the A34 (as it now is) 
just to reach Pear Tree Roundabout? There are no signs directing northbound traffic 
to the M40 at. Banbury, either. Nowhere beyond Adderbury exists any more. 


If, and I'm still not convinced, it was necessary to change the road numbers, then 
stickers could have modified the existing signs at a fraction of the cost of the 
present nonsense, at least until the new traffic flows became established and 
settled down. And this waste of money is in a county whose Highways Department 
cannot (unlike Northants) be persuaded to edge mark with white lines their existing 
'B' roads, such as our B4031, and whose budget is threatened with further cuts! No 
- doctrinaire extravagance rules. The bureaucrats know best. Just try not to get 
lost - and warn your visitors! [WE SUPPORT THIS FROM PERSONAL EXPERIENCE - EDS]

DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO eae = 
Buffy Heywood continues her extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley, 
a former Vicar of Deddington. The month of March 1841 included another case of 
transportation, also the treatment then given for a stroke. Mrs Cotton was his 
Aunt, the widaw of the former Vicar of Adderbury, and Mrs Monkhouse her sister. 
ist-Srd March - I remained in Oxford at the Assizes the whole time. A most 
interesting trial took place in the Crown Court of a young man of fashion for 
shooting at his Uncle, a highly respectable and very opulent farmer of 
Dorchester in this County. The fury found him guilty of shooting with intent to 
do some grievous bodily harm ~ and the judge sentenced him after a short but 
very impressive address to be transported for 15 years. 

6th March - After tea as I was reading a new book to Susan, Ann Harwood and 
Betsy, I was suddenly summoned by the coachman to poor Mrs Cotton at Adderbury 
who had been seized with another attack (of apoplexy I believe this time), her 
memory and speech were both mich affected - Mr Griffin the surgeon bled her 
copiously and put a blister on the back of her neck. I found poor Mrs Monkhouse 
fn hysterics when I first went in, but she soon became more collected and caln' 
and talked over matters in a proper and feeling manner. I did not leave Mrs 
Cotton's until nearly 12 o'clock at night and left our dear patient somewhat 
revived and to a certain extent with her speech and senses restored. She was 
here on Wednesday last in better spirits and health than usual, Alas! We know 
not what a day may bring forth! 

8th March - Granted a warrant against a man from Bodicote (a second time) for 
stealing 40 or 50 gallons of beer - a long time ago. 

ith March - I met the different applicants for allotments of land at the Boys 
School Room at 7‘oclock this evening and superintended their drawing by lots 
forthe same - I also apportioned out 15 allotments to sundry small tradesmen. 
25th March - Mrs Cotton and her sister paid us a visit for the first time since 
her late serious attack - she looked much shattered by it ~ but her memory and 
speech were both nearly what they were before the attack. 

Sist March ~ Had the Kings Arms removed from over the Altar - having ever 
considered it an improper place for then.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


FIRE CALLS We may have started the year off quietly, but we made up for it last 
month. We responded to 30 calis ~ 7 chimmey fires, 4 house fires, 1 barn fire,. 
2 washing machines on fire, 1 small fire in the nurses’ home of Horton General 
Hospital, 1 car fire, 1 bonfire, 3 road traffic accidents, 1 call to flooding in 
the plant room above the operating theatre at Horton General Hospital, 4 false 
alarms with good intent, 2 false alarms on automatic systems, and 3 calls to 
stand by at other fire stations. This makes 39 calls so far this year. 


Of the 7 chimey fires, two were particularly difficult. We were’called to the 
Unicorn in Deddington at 2.04 am. A passer-by had noticed smoke coming from the 
chimney of the fireplace in the Bar and duly called Frank Shaw. Frank knew he 
hadn't left any fire in the grate, so he went to investigate, and sure enough 
there was an awful lot of smoke rising from the chimney and so we were called. 
We found that there was no fire at all in the main chimney, but we could see 
smoke: issuing from the left hand side of the flue. Much to Frank's dismay, we 
decided to chop a hole out of the chimney breast in order to see where the smoke 
was coming from. It was then that we discovered an old chimney coming from 
another fireplace which had been bricked up further along in the room, but 
because the chimney had been left open the soot had fallen into it and that is 
what was burning. We.finally left at 6.45 am, having chopped two holes in the 
walls and climbed into the chimney to rake out the burning soot. . 


The second fire one was also at a pub - The Bear at Souldern (we do pick the 
right places!). A canopy had been fitted in an inglenook fireplace, with a sheet 
of Asbestolux to seal off the chimney, but no means of access to the chimney had 
been left. This meant that we had to take out the canopy and the sheet of 
Asbestolux in order to tackle the fire. With this in mind, I would ‘advise 
anyone who is thinking of installing a canopy or a wood burning stove in an 
inglenook to contact the Fire Service as to the proper method of doing so, in 


order to save themselves and us a lot of aggravation.

My giving up the advertising job for The Deddington News has more or less 
coincided with the opening of the N40 extension and a tour I have made. of many of 
the other villages in Oxfordshire and Warwickshire. These three events coming 
together have made me reflect on how unusual ~ if not wadque: ar village 
Deddington has become. 


Many of those I visited elsewhere have managed to retain their church - though 
often without an incumbent vicar - and most still have a village pub. But in most 
cases even the traditional village post office/general store has been forced to 
close (nearby Somerton is a case in point) and they have become little more than 
pleasant dormitories for commters. 


By contrast, Deddington in recent years has become an even more vibrant and 
enterprising society, yet managing to retain much of its character. The Market 
Place, with its lovely ironstone buildings overlooked by the massive tower of 

St Peter's and St Paul’s Church, is still a picture postcard scene, even if it has 
sadly become a giant car park on weekdays. 


A thriving post office/store offers everything from newspapers to videos; a self- 
service shop offers a wide range of products; Mr Goff has refurbished the 
butcher's shop and now sells still more delicatessen products and provisions. 
Along the Hempton Road two enterprising ladies have transformed the Windmill 
Stores into a very attractive superette and the fish and chip emporium next door 
is also under new management, determined to offer good quality take-away food. 


Deddington also boasts a wide range of jocal services - a couple of garages, a 
village mechanic, a plumber, several builders and decorators, garden services and 
a garden sundriesman; and several good inns and restaurants. 


These lists are by no means exhaustive but simply exemplify the fact that there 
are some forty or more shops and services locally where you can get anything from 
an aspirin to an antique, from photocopying to financial services, or, more 
mundanely, from a hair-do at Shirley's to a ham sandwich at the Holcombe! 


And how many villages still have a local surgery, let alone an increasingly 
sophisticated and equipped Health Centre? 


But with the opening of the M40 extension and the developments taking place in and 
on the outskirs of Banbury and other towns there are dangers, even for Deddington. 
Unless local residents patronise local shops and services, they could suffer the 
same fate’ as their counterparts in other villages and we would all wake up one day 
and deplore their demise.

COUNTRY FAIR ON 13 JULY 1991 
TO CELEBRATE BICENTENARY OF DEDDINGTON CHURCH BELLS 


THE HISTORY 

The original bells were damaged and unusable after the tower fell in 1635. “The 
estimated cost of repair of the tower was £8250; and King Charles, after an 
interval, ordered the Bishop of Oxford to collect enough money for rebuilding 
within the diocese. However, the bells were too damaged to. be used again, and 
since the Civil War was in progress the metal was requisitioned for making 
armaments. A promise to recompense the village for the cost of the bells after the 
war was not honoured. 


New ‘bells were finally installed in 1791. In the first place six bells were hung. 
They were made by Thomas Mears in Vhitechapel, and that firm is still in existence. 
Until . World War II curfew was rung on the fourth bell at 8 pm. Two other bells 
(also made by Mears) were added in 1946. Given by Mr A J. Morris in commemoration 
of Deddington members of the Home Guard, they are known as Jack and Jill. “3 


It is tradition that on the induction of each new Vicar the bells are foraaliy 
handed over to him by the Bishop of Oxford. An actual bell-rope is put into his 
hands. Billi Iivings is the Bell Tower captain, as was his father before hin.
